PHARMACY BENEFITS MANAGERS — REVISIONS

Altering the application fee for a pharmacy benefits manager to register with
the Maryland Insurance Commissioner; prohibiting a pharmacy benefits
manager from prohibiting a pharmacy or pharmacist from providing a
beneficiary with certain information regarding a certain retail price or certain
cost share for a prescription drug; prohibiting a pharmacy benefits manager
from retaliating against a contracted pharmacy for filing a certain complaint;
prohibiting a pharmacy benefits manager from charging a certain fee; etc.

RENOVATION — ASSISTIVE LISTENING SYSTEM REQUIREMENT

Requiring certain recipients of State funds to install an assistive listening
system in an assembly area during construction or renovation of the assembly
area under certain circumstances; requiring the Department of General Services
to establish a certain waiver process and a certain penalty process relating to
the requirement to install an assistive listening system in an assembly area
during construction or renovation of the assembly area; authorizing the
Department to adopt certain regulations; etc.

Requiring innkeepers and hosting platform operators offering certain types of
limited residential lodging to operate in a certain manner; requiring that certain
records be made available to the Comptroller, the Department of Labor,
Licensing, and Regulation, a law enforcement agency, a county, or a
municipality; authorizing certain entities to order an innkeeper to cease and
desist from offering certain lodging; providing that a hosting platform operator
may not facilitate booking transactions except under certain circumstances; etc.

BUSINESSES — ECONOMIC IMPACT ANALYSES

Requiring the Office of Legislative Audits to conduct a performance audit of
certain units of State government every 3 years for certain purposes; requiring
certain units to make a certain determination regarding certain local
regulations; requiring certain units to establish a certain electronic registry and
to post on the registry a proposed regulation that has a significant small
business impact; requiring certain units to create certain compliance guides to
assist small businesses to comply with certain regulations; etc.

Requiring, instead of authorizing, the Prescription Drug Monitoring Program
to review prescription monitoring data for indications of a possible misuse or
abuse of a monitored prescription drug; requiring, instead of authorizing, the
Program to report the possible misuse or abuse to the prescriber or dispenser of
the monitored prescription drug under certain circumstances; requiring the
Program to provide education to the prescriber or dispenser of the monitored
prescription drug under certain circumstances; etc.

BALTIMORE CITY — CONTINUING THE CREATING OPPORTUNITIES
FOR RENEWAL AND ENTERPRISE (CORE) PARTNERSHIP FUND

Establishing the Continuing the CORE Partnership Fund to assist the
Department of Housing and Community Development, in conjunction with the
Maryland Stadium Authority and Baltimore City, in expeditiously removing
blighted property within Baltimore City; requiring the Secretary to administer
the Fund; specifying the contents of the Fund; requiring the Governor to include
at least $30,000,000 in the annual budget bill for the Fund for fiscal year 2020
and $25,000,000 for the Fund in fiscal years 2021 through 2024; etc.

This bill requires a mandated appropriation in the annual budget bill.

CORPORATE INCOME TAX - SINGLE SALES FACTOR
APPORTIONMENT

Altering the formula used to apportion certain income to the State for certain
corporations that carry on a trade or business within and outside the State;
authorizing certain corporations to elect to use a certain formula to apportion
certain income; repealing obsolete provisions; and applying the Act to all
taxable years beginning after December 31, 2017.
